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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 are allowed over the prior art of record as field on 6/19/2006. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a medication delivery pen having a 
cartridge the cartridge having a plunger, lead screw, a driver coaxially disposed on the 
lead screw, and a reset ring non-rotatably disposed on the driver and axially slidable 
thereon which comprises a protrusion to engage the lead screw. 

The closest prior art of record Giambattista et al. (EP 937476 A2), Gabriel 
(5,591 ,1 36), Haber et al. (5,320,609), Walters et al. (6,221 ,053), and Chanoch et al. 
(5,725,508), however these references do not disclose a protrusion that engages an 
enlarged portion of the lead screw upon a predetermined extent of relative axial 
movement between the reset ring and lead screw. 

Regarding claims 1,10 and 20, the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
among all the limitations the of the combination of the lead screw having an enlarged 
first end opposite the a functional end that engages a plunger with a driver coaxially 
disposed on the lead screw and a non-rotatable reset ring disposed on said driver and 
axially slidable thereon wherein the reset ring includes a protrusion that engages the 
enlarged portion of the lead screw upon relative axial movement between the ring and 
lead screw.
